fey were eatin g supper a t th e time.

A Sun reporter interview ed G rah am 
Ii. W hidden, 
ag en t

F ire m a n 's 
In su ran ce company, in regard to fre­ 
quency of fires in Lowell, their cause, 
etc. 
Mr. W hidden said: 
“Statistics 
show 
th a t there arc 
few er fires 
in 
Lowell th a n in the m ajo rity of cities 
of its size, and th at the fires here are 
of a less 
serious 
n a tu re 
th a n else­ 
w here. 
T his I think is ow ing to the 
fact th at Lowell has a m ost excellent 
fire 
d e p a rtm e n t 
w hich 
responds 
prom ptly to all calls. 
“T here h ave been 
considerable fire- 
preventive im provem ents of late years 
in buildings, especially in th e a rc h i­ 
tecture of mills. 
Most of the roofs of 
mills today are flat and every p a rt of 
the 
stru c tu re 
is accessible. O ther 
b ranches of architectu re are not keep­ 
ing pace w ith mill construction. 
B ut 
there is more 
d an g er of fire sta rtin g 
avhere th ere Is a g reat deal of 
chinery, 
and for 
this 
reason 
mills 
m ust be as fire-preventive as possible. 
“W e find th a t m any cases of fire are 
caused 
by 
carelessness. 
Allowing 
children to p lay with m atch es is 
a 
g reat source of danger. 
M any fires 
s ta rt from over-heated fu rnaces: a n ­ 
o th e r source of fires is thro w ing hot 
a sh e s into wooden boxes or 
barrels; 
the coals in tile ashes quickly set fire 
to the wood and cause a blaze. 
“A nother careless cause of fires is 
from kerosene lamps. 
Persons 
will 
light a lam p and Im m ediately leave 
the room f o r a few m om ents, feeling 
perfectly safe; 
upon retu rn in g often 
th ey will find 
the room filled 
w ith 
smoke, for bv some m eans known to 
science the wick is likely to rise a f ­ 
ter being lighted. 
fine should 
not 
leave a room for a t least five m inutes 
a fter lighting a lump. 
"crasolene is even 
m ore 
dangerous 
than kerosene and 
the 
utm ost 
care 
should be taken reg ardin g its use. 
“ A very d ang erou s thin g to do when 
fire is caused by burning oil is to throw 
w ater on the oil, th a t only ag g ra v a te s 
the flame. 
The fire should be sm o th ­ 
ered by some means. 
“T here a te frequently calls of the fire 
d ep artm en t 
to 
d e p a rtm e n t 
stores. 
These fires are often caused by m a tc h ­ 
e s dropped by patron s as they hu rry 
in an d out of tho store. 
W here there 
is a crowd in a building there is a l­ 
w ays m ore or less d an g er of a fire. 
“ Lowell has been unusually fo rtu n ate 
as regards fires, but it is alw ay s bes# 
to use every m eans to prevent a fire 
breaking out, anti when a fire occurs 
th e man whose property 
is 
insured 
realizes his wisdom.’’ 


T h e q u arterly m eeting of the Middle­ 
sex N o rth D istrict Medical society w as 
held yesterday afternoon a t the A m eri­ 
can H ouse with Dr. F. W. Chad bourne 
presiding. 
Dr. G. H. A. L eahy read a rem o n ­ 
stra n c e to the petition of the New E n g ­ 
land O ptical Institute, now before tho 
s ta te legislature, a sk in g th a t the in sti­ 
tute be authorized to g ra n t the degree 
“ Doctor of O ptics” to cand idates w ith ­ 
out first receiving a medical education. 
S im ilar rem o nstrances are under w ay 
in o th e r cities th ro u g h o u t the state, 
I the a rg u m en t being th a t the eye and 
the body are so closely allied 
as 
to 
m ake impossible the tre a tm e n t of th e 
eye w ithout a know ledge of the body. 
M any cases of defective eye sight are 
dependent upon a n im paired condition 
of oth er functions. 
T he rem o n stran ce received the u n a n i­ 
m ous ap p ro v al of the m em bers of th e 
society, all of w hom signed the docu­ 
m ent. 
Lowell physicians who are n o t 
m em bers of the society will be asked to 
endorse the rem onstrance, and with la 
a few days it will come before the co n­ 
sideration of the legislators a t a h e a r­ 
ing. 
T he use of modified milk for in fan ts 
w as discussed at som e length, and the 
atten tio n of the m em bers of th e society 
w as directed to a farm in Ty rigs boro 
a t which absolute cleanliness is said 
to be the rule.

We can remember the series of exhaustive experiments conduct­ 
ed here by the "rainmakers,” who aimed to tiring down a storm to order by dis­ 
charging cannon against the sky, and the Europeans may have derived their 
ideas from them. 
At ail events, the use if cannon was seriously advocated 
at the viticultural congress held at Padua not long ago and attended by 
about a thousand delegates, French, Italian and Austrian. The only objection 
to the use of cannon, they found, was that a single gun, or even a small bat­ 
tery, could not protect an area large enough to benefit a large district or can­ 
ton. 
They could shoot a hailstorm on the wing when they saw it approach­ 
ing and shatter it to bits, but could not always foretell from which direction 
It would come. 
By anticipating a coming storm it was thought many falls of 
hail might be prevented by frequent discharges at about three minute inter­ 
vals on the theory that the hail would be dissipated by wave vibration.

'ew years, suggests an Inquiry into the 
nethods by which this m an achieved 
lls g reat success. 
It may, however,

nalism b y pursuing so called A m erican 
methods, as he himself has fran k ly 
stated.

public which had not been hitherto e x ­ 
ploited- the v ast middle class, which 
could not afford to pay the high prices 
demanded by The Times ami oth er sol­ 
emn, stuffy Journals.

for m any a London publisher. 
This 
was in IVOR, less than five years ago. 
and today this genius of journalism 
owns a list of publications, including 
m agazines and new spapers of all sorts, 
w ith an agg reg ate circulation of 10,- 
300.000 copies per issue. Tw enty million 
dollars is the estim ate of his fortune, 
and the m an w as only SS years old on 
the fifteenth day' of last July. 
It has been claimed th a t Mr. Harmw- 
w orth's career is w ithout a parallel, 
but a glance at the Journalistic firm a­ 
m ent in America will reveal a few 
star* who approach if they do not ri­ 
val this one in m agnitude and bril­ 
liancy. Many have thought th at A m er­ 
ica, indeed, offered the only field for a 
vast newspaper success, and people in 
this country have become accustom ed 
to seeing the rise of publications from 
obscurity to renown and consequent 
profit. This was attrib u ted to t lie v a s t­ 
ness of our country and the universali­ 
ty of the reading habit.
